NOTIFICATION 
Nejv Delhi, thr 25 th April 1972 

S.O. 317(E).—Whereas under sub-section (1) of section 72 of the Punjab Re¬ 
organisation Act, 19G6 (31 of 1966), read with sub-scction (3) thereof, the Punjab 
University, constituted under the Punjab University Act, 1947 (East Punjab Act 
VII ol 1947), shall, on and from the 1st day of November, 1966, continue to func¬ 
tion and operate in those areas in respect of which it was functioning and operat¬ 
ing immediately before that day, subject to such directions as may, from time 
to time, be issued by the Central Government, until other provision is made by 
law in respect of the said University; 

And whereas under sub-section (2) of section 72, any such direction may 
include a direction that any law by which tho said University is governed shall, 
in its application to that University, have effect, subject to such exceptions and 
modification? as may be specified m the direction; 

And whereas consequent on the direction issued by the Centra] Government 
under section 72 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1906), the said 
Punjab University has ceased to function and operate in the areas of the districts 
of Patiala, Sangrur, Bhatinda and Rupar in the State of Punjab, vide notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs, No. S.O. 3748, dated 
the 12th September, 1969; 

And whereas consequent on tho passing of the Gurunanak University Amrit¬ 
sar Act, 19-69 (Punjab Act XXI of 1969), the said Punjab University has, with 
effect from the 30th day of June, 1970, ceased to function and operate m the 
districts 1 of Amritsar, Gurdaspur, Jullundur and Kapurthala, vide Punjab Govern¬ 
ment notification No. 2201-4 Ed. 1-70/7147, dated the 16th March, 1970; 

And whereas consequent on the direction issued by the Central Government 
under section 72 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966). the said 
Punjab University has with effect from the 22nd day of July, 1970, ceased to 
function and operate in the areas included in the. Union territory of Himachal 
Pradesh (as it was then called), vide notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Home Affairs, No. S.O. 2527, dated the 22nd July, 1970: 

And whereas consequent on the passing 1 of the Punjab Legislative Council 
(Abolition) Act, 1969 (46 of 1969), the Punjab Legislative Council has been abo¬ 
lished with effect from the 7th day of January, 1970;

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Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1), read 
with sub-sections (2) and (3) of the said section 72, the Central Government 
hereby directs— 

(1) that the Punjab University Act, 1947 (East Punjab Act VII of 1947) shall 
have effect subject to the following further modifications, namely:— 

Modifications 

In section 13 of the Punjab University Act, 1947 (East Punjab Act VII of 1947), 
in sub-section (1),— 

(i) for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 
“(a) fifteen shall be elected by the Registered Graduates from amongst 

themselves, among whom— 

(i) two shall be elected to represent the districts of Ferozepur, Hoshiar¬ 
pur and Ludhiana in the State of Punjab, two to represent the 
State of Haryana and one to represent the Union territory of 
Chandigarh; and 

(li) the remaining ten shall be elected from any area including any of 
the areas mentioned in sub-clause (1);” 

(ii) for clauses (d) to (f). the following clauses shall be substituted, name¬ 

ly:— 

"(d) three shall be elected toy the Principals of Technical and Profes¬ 
sional Colleges 1 from amongst themselves, among whom one shall 
be elected to represent the districts of Ferozepur, Hoshiarpur and 
Ludhiana in the State of Punjab, one to represent the State of 
Haryana and one to represent the Union territory of Chandigarh 
and three shall be elected by the staff of such colleges from 
amongst themselves, among whom one shall be elected to repre¬ 
sent the districts of Ferozepur, Hoshiarpur and Ludhiana in the 
State of Punjab, one to represent the State of Haryana and one to 
represent the Union territory of Chandigarh; 

(e) eight shall be elected by the Heads of affiliated Arts Colleges from 

amongst themselves, among themselves, among whom three shall 
he elected to represent the districts of Ferozppur, Hoshiarpur and 
Ludhiana in the State of Punjab, four to represent the State of 
Haryana and one to represent the Union territory of Chandigarh; 

(f) eight shall he elected by the Professors. Senior Lecturers and Lec¬ 

turers of Affiliated Arts Colleges from amongst themselves, among 
whom three shall he elected to represent the districts of Ferozepur, 
Hoshiarpur and Ludhiana in the State of Punjab, four to repre¬ 
sent the State of Haryana and one to represent the Union territory 
of Chandigarh;” and 

(iii) in clause (i), the words one shall be elected by the members of the 

Punjab Legislative Council from amongst themselves” shall be omit¬ 
ted; and 

(2) that nothing contained in this notification shall be deemed to affect the 
term of office of the Ordinary Fellows holding office as such immediately before 
the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette.
